Back home, your people cared. Thinking of you, feeling for you, 
and striving to reach you through every available means. 
Thank God for the Red Cross! 
From that day on, you resolved to live through this. In the new , 
strength of knowing that you were net forgotten, whatever hap­ 
pened, you would endure!
